other two, The third was that 
the Review is to blame for the 
. present conditions in Redcliff, 
jand the fourth, that the relief 
agent, who is an employee of the 
Review, was influencing farmers 
to go to certain stores with their 
government: orders, 

We are glad these complaints 
came, as it gives us an. oppor- 
tunity to put matters right. 
With regards to the first com- 
plaint we might remind our 

_ readers that it is customary in 
other places for those respon- 
sible for any entertainments 
where an admission fee is charg- 
ed, to blow into the newspaper 
office and leave a couple of tick- 
ets. This i is seldom if-ever done 
in Redeliff, notwithst fanding ‘the. 
fact that we have always been, 


only too willing and pleased to 
‘give freely, antigo of our 
space in advertising these en- 


‘tertinments free of charge be- 
fore the event has come off.

Mr. Stone of this office was ‘ap- 
pointed relief commissioner, and 
although we dislike talking about 
any of our staff, circumstances 
compel. us to say that up to a 
few days ago there were not on- 
ly no complaints about his work 
in that capacity, but on the con- 
trary he was complimented on 
all sides for the painstaking and 
fair manner in Which he treated 
both the farmers and the merch- 
ants. . 

It was, therefore, » great sur- 
prise to have a man call at our 
office, this “week and tell us that 
he knew a man who would swear 
that Mr. Stone tried to influence 
him to go to a certain merchant 
in town with his order... In fact 
he said he was told he could not 
get an order unless: he got it on 
“that” store: Naturally we were 
annoyed. We shamed him into 
telling the mah’s name who made 
the statement and immediately 
went with him to see the alleg- 
ed informant. | 

It was just as we dbew 
«would be.The man ‘said-he had. 
never made such a ‘statement, 
but that he was given his order’ 
on-the. store asked without any 
hints of any kind as to where he 
should go. The funny part .is 
that he got his order on the man 
who was doing the\kicking. 

Since ‘starting’ to issue these
